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CONTACT GROUP ON NAMIBIA AGREED THAT ROUND OF 
"PROXIMITY" TALKS SHOULD BE HELD WITH SOUTH AFRICA AND 
SWAPO IN NEW YORK BEGINNING JAN. 17. INTENTION IS TO 
PROVIDE BOTH PARTIES WITH THE FORMAL WESTERN FIVE PROPOSAL 
FOR A SETTLEMENT SEVERAL DAYS PRIOR TO THE TALKS AND TO 
DISCUSS THE PROPOSAL AT THE TALKS. IT IS HOPED THAT 
MOVEMENT ON THE PART OF EITHER OR BOTH PARTIES CAN BE 
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GENERATED BY: PUBLICITY AND EXPECTATIONS SURROUNDING 
THE TALKS; REALIZATION BY BOTH PARTIES THAT THIS IS THEIR 
LAST CHANCE TO NEGOTIATE; AND EFFORTS WHICH FIVE WILL MAKE 
IN THE MEANTIME TO PRESSURE SWAPO THROUGH THE FRONTLINE 
STATES, NORDICS AND OTHER INTERESTED PARTIES. 

AT INVITATION OF NIGERIAN AMB HARRIMAN, AMBASSADORS 
YOUNG AND MCHENRY MET WITH HIM AND AMBASSADORS KONIE 
(ZAMBIA) AND SALIM (TANZANIA) TO DISCUSS POSSIBLE JANUARY 
SECURITY COUNCIL MEETING. MCHENRY CAUTIONED AGAINST 
PROCEEDING ON THE ASSUMPTION THAT THE NAMIBIA TALKS HAD 
FAILED. HE RESTATED USG COMMITMENT TO AN INTERNATIONALLY

DIALOGUE WITH US ON VARIOUS PROPOSALS FOR CHANGES IN
